1, Theſethings being premiſed , my firſt Anlwadverſion ſhal 
be, That the Compariſon betwixt men denying to ſuch as

2. Secondly, that He repreſents the caſe ſo, as it ſome of the 
Reformed Churches onely did torbeare all Commuaion 
with them. 

3- Thirdly,That the grand occaſion of the differences betwixt 
thoſe of the reformedreligion, and the Papiſts, was that the 
Biſhops of Kome did aſlume an 1»fallibility and a Soveraigne 
dominion over our Faith. ; 

4+ Fourthly, That notwithſtanding this uſurped infallibility of 
the Biſhops of Rome, & their aſluming 4 ſover aigne dominion 
over our Faith, yet we may give them that reſpe# which 
poſſibly might belong to ſo ancient and famous a Church: 
and to decline ths, is to runinto an extreame. 

5. Fifthly, That the Church of Rome according to its preſent

ex; much leſle can 1, or any elle aflent to the ſubſequent Pros 
polition, 

6. Thatſuch a reſpe?, or exteriour Communion, may be 
entertain'd wich Rome, and yet we incur no danger of Superſti- 
tion. 

To cenſure this Propoſition, it is neceſſary that we con- 
ſider it in a twofold ſenſe: either as it relates to that original 
miſtake of our Hiſtorian about the Infallibility and Sovereigs 
Dominion over our faith aſſumed by the Pope: or as it relates un- 
ro the real condition and conſtitution of the Romiſh Church 
in its offices, and religions DotFrines. |

the Market- places.Sometimes they are read in the Churches by 
the Miniſters. T hereare many circumſtances required by Ca- 
noniſts,and Caſuiſts, and Lawyers to determin: of pzomulgation, 
which no man ever applied to Scrzpture, (which is the formal 
0bjett of our Faith) and to the particalar dofFrines which com- 
poſe our Religion.

To conclude the Cexſure upon this place, I defire 
our Hiſtorian not to introduce Lawetermes, & vet to 
be ſcrupulons about the Scholaſtick and Tranſcendental 
notions , [ pag. 354.] nor to think Chriſtzanity injured 
by being carried into the Schools of our Divines any 
more then of old into the Schools of the Prophets : the 
Church and Schools are not oppoſite, though drſtin# a- 
moneſt us: a Divine may W and is found in holy 
places,: without doing nſ-emly, much leſs apoſlatifing : 
'Tis his duty to he able to convince gainſajers, and the 
S chools do-but-qualifie hi#s for that work : Shew us how 
the Drvines ot the Church of England have carryed 
Religion captive, from the Church, tnto the Schools : Is 
not the Word of God there the Rule, and formal obje# 
of faith ? Are the Scriptures ſo immured up there, that 
they are bamſbed from their proper place ? However this 
ObjeRtion might be made againſt the Papiſts, who de- 
prive the Jay:tz of the Scriptures, & binde their Church 
to the Latine werlhon, yer 'tis a Calumny to impute this 
to the Church of England ; an1 yet that ſeems touched 
in this i»/inuation, it not only aimed at : for all that 
diſcourſe of our Vertuoſo, is to ſhew that the conſtitu- 
tion of the. R. S. will not prejudice the eftabliſbed 
Religion and Church of England, Shew me the; de- 
faults of our Liturgy, Articles, Homilies, Canons, where- 
by it ſhould appear that our Dzivines have wery much 
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rorrupted the ſubftance' of their own knowledge : as yer I 
as little believe it, as I do that the Jſraehites Toft their 
Relizion with the Arke unto the Ph:l:ftines , and thar 
$ amwel and others, not Tablaters, had loft all Piety as 
long as that diſcontinued, I read how a Womar (aid, 
That the Glory of Iſrael ww departed, x Sam. 4. 21, 
Bur I never heard that all therr Religion was loſt at that 
time, before now : nor do I underſtand what connexion 
there was betwixt the Arke and the Rel:g10p of the 
Iſraelites, foas that the abſence of the former, . ſhould 
extinguiſh the later, They were yelig/ons before the 
Arke was made ; and there is not any ground in the 
Text to um, that Samuel loſt all fn e of Rel 
during that 1»terva!,. but rather to the contrary : The 
generality of the 1ſrat/ites had been witked and: Trola- 
zrous, ſerving Baalim and Albtaroth after the deceaſe of 
Foſbuah, Judo. 2,17, I Sam. 7. 3, 4. but that they 
did rather a»ex, than grow worſe during theit over- 
throw, and the ſevez Months abſence of the Arte, ap- 
pears by the Hiftory, Beſides, the Prophets and other 
Iſraelites that were not Jdolaters in Samaria, were de- 
prived of the Arje; yet *tis manifeſt they did not looſe 
their Religion, 1 Kings 19. 18, 

Tihall conclude this Animadverſion with one Note, 
that the HA»iays long ago, to overthrow the Council of 
Niue, and'the_Catholick faith, made uſe of this pretext 
which our Virtuoſo purſues here, and elſewhere more 
than once in the H:ftory. They deſired that the ancouth 
words of Fomouſios, Hypoſtaſſs, &c. might be forborn, as 
not to be fotind 1n Spare, not to be underftood :

' It is to be obſerved that this paſſage is inſerted into 
a diſcourſe concerning Wit, as it diſcovers it ſelfe inthe 
ordinary conve: ſation and writings of the Ralleurs, and is 
founded on certaine tmazes (as our Hiſtorian phraſeth it) 
which are generally known, and are able to bring a ſtrong 
and a ſenſible impreſſion on the mind, Ir is an Humour that 
hath generally pofſefſed the Gallantilloes of this age, 
whereby they endeavour to recommend themlelyes as 
agreeable company to the empty or l:ſſe ſerious part of man- 
kind upon all occaſions : *tis no other humour then, the 
Romans put upon their &laves, when the graver perſons 
had a mind at Banquets, and other divertilementy, to 
relaxe & entertainthemſelves with Paztommes : *tis the 
Buffone of Ben, Johxſon turned into a Gentleman, and: 
thuz what theſe men cannot make out in ſolid or learned 
diſcourſes, they ſupply with Comical Wit, and prove 
or refute every thing by ſimzlitudes, and turn the moſt 
ſerious and pious things into 744cule, Commonly ſuch 
cntcr- 
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cptertainments. are. compoſed of what is trreligrous, and 
heifocal, or-o:ſcexe ; but though our Hi#orcan deſign 
not the encouragement of that humour , yet it ſeems 
roo much for a Divine to give a#y cauntenance to thoſe 
at beſt but Idle rords , eſpecially where the Sacred 
word of God is the ſubjet ro be aluded unto, A-greater 
weneration. would become a Mznitter of Gods word, and 
one who. is concluded by what is expedient , what is of 
2004 report, tor the hozour of God, and without ſcandal or 
ofjenſe, not only of the [tronger Chriſtians, but ſometimes 
of the weaker ſort , and not onely by what # in its ſelfe 
lawful. The. Pap:ſts in the Council of Trext, as little 
as that party regard ſometimes the Scripture, antece- 
dently unto chat Decree,did make a ſevere Canon againlt 
that irreverent uſe of holy languaze : not are the Jens leſs 
lcvere in ther ſentiments (though they frequently practiſe 
the contraty) as the learned and reverend Dr, Pocock 
informs me. I profeſs, to wonder why a man ſhould 
apprehend the 14ignation of God, when his Name is 
taken in vain, and yet can think he ſhould be gailtleſſe, 
when his Wozd is wainly made uſe of, or prophaned. 1 
find not this qualification of a ſaber and rewverent Ratlleur, 
amongſt the ns of a Charchman in Saint Pauls in- 
ſtrugions to_1:methy : and this mazmficent, this rmex- 
hauſtible treaſure of Wit is no. part of thoſe uſeful diſco- 
wveries wherewith the Apoſtle acquaints his Diſciple. - 
From a Child theu haſt known the holy $ criptures, which are 
able to make thee wiſe unto ſalvation threugh faith which is in 
Jeſus Chriſt, All Scripture is groen by mſpiration of God, 
and 1 profitable for dotirize, for reproof, far correton, for 
inſtrudion in righteouſneſs, That the man of God may te 
perfeR, throughly faraſted = all good works, 2 Tim.

It is true that there 
were by the holy Writers and Fathers frequent uſes made 
of the Tropological & Anagogical ſenſe of the ſacred Sert- 
pture, in their pious advertiſements and Sermons : Of this 
nature are thole aluſions or e«g»tiz in $, Matthew, viz. 
Out of Egypt have I called my Son, and In Ramah was a 
voice heard, Rachel weeping for her children, &c. both 
which: (as many other paſſages) were rather accommo- 
dated; unto Chriſt in this manner, then mtexded at firſt of 
him, as Heinſivs obſerves. In imitation of thoſe prim- 
trove Authors, and the Fathers all along, many ſince may 
have uſed ſometimes, by way of :Uu{tration, the Scrip= 
twre in the like ſenſes, bur always where ar leaſt their ge- 
neral intendments were to ſerve God, or advance Piety, 
by infiru#ion, reproof, &c. which pracedure , if diſ- 
creetly done, and in otder to eatficatzon, is not to-be con- 
demned, of termed holy Rallery, or the hike, by a Sox 
of the Church of England + (though the way be not «r- 
eumentative, *tis pious) and where a parity of reaſon ju- 
Rifieth the application of threats or promiſes made to one 
ſort of men, unto others in reſem11n9 circumſtances wphe- 
ther it. be out of Hijtorical, Propheizcal, or Evangelical 
writings, tis ſomething more (it I underſtand any thing) 
then Scripture-compariſon and Imilitude, 

As for the ancient Heathens, what they did is not very 
material to this purpoſe, becauſe they had no ſacred Writ, 
penned by Divine mſpiration,at leaſt not what they reve- 
renced cqually.to what the J-ns and Chriſtians do- (or

of their Rel:gion, and their Goas, have been the ſubje#s 
ſomerimes of their phanſtes, yer how diladvantageous 
this proved to their Reli2ron, (introducing it into con- 
tempt amongſt themſelves) and what advantages the firft 
Chriftians drew therefrom to- mmodtate or wilify it, ap- 
pears from the writings of Clemens Alexandrinus, Ter- 
tullian, Lafantius, Arnobius, &c, And how cautrous they 
were againſt theſe exorbitant Raillears, we may learne 
from. chefc inſtances,
